4° two young persons about whom 
thésrice have woven an almost com- 
plete fabric of evidence are brother and 
Wister. Dr. Wilson, it is believed, op- 
erated on another sister, who died, and 
her relatives, crazed by grief, yet still 
dreading the scandal that would follow 
the prosecution of the physician, are 
Believed to have determined on ven- 
geance by the secret method which 
killed the man they hated. 

Dr. Wilson had a large income, as ‘is 
shown by his keeping an automobile 
and a launch and by his having a coun- 
try home as well as his establishment 
in the city. 
lar practitioner and his profession was 
not known to many of his neighbors, he 
ad a large clientele among the fash- 
‘tenable and wealthy residents of other 
sections of the city. 

Doctor Would “Take a Chance.” 

The source of Dr. Wison’s big in- 
come, though a mystery to his Ketan 
bors,-Was known to the police. Ny pa- 
tients come to his home and he had no 
other office, but to detectives he was 
well known as a man who would ‘‘take 
.@ chance" to: prevent a society scandal, 
if the pay was big enough. One such 

e, it is almost certain, resulted in 
the vendetta that brought his death. 

Chemical analysis of the ale remain- 
ing after Dr. Wilson fell dead has re- 
vealed the, fact that it contained cya- 
nide of potassium. 

At the express office it was found the 
box containing ‘the ale had been sent 
by a young man and woman, and fur- 
ther search led the police to the two 
now under suspicion. It is declared 
that their arrest will unearth such a 
. Bet.sation as has not been revealed here 
in a decade, and that the names of 
many rich and prominent women will 
be involved should the two ever come 
to trial. 

Realized He Was Poisoned. 

After receiving the ale Dr. Wilson 
put, it in the refrigerator in his North 
Beventh street home und went to his 
country home at Cornwells, just out- 
side the city. He returned Friday with 
his wife and decided to try the pint 
bottle of ale which he had received. 
He had scarcely swallowed half a giass 
of the beverage when he was seized 
with convulsions and fell to the floor. 
It. is declared that he immediately 
Tealized that he was the victim of pois- 
ening, either by mistake or design, for, 
fm his agony, he requested his wife. 
who had not touched her portion of the 
ale, to keep that which was left as it 
did not taste right. That was the last 
thing he was able to say and he died 
before the hospital was reached.

FROGS HOP OUT 
OFTHE CLOUDS 
10 VISIT ALTON 
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Veracious River Captains 
Vouch for Phenomenon— 
Outdoes Nature Fakes. 








IT RAINED ’EM THICK 





Drops Sounded Loud as They 
Hit Boat, but They Weren't 
Drops at All. 





That there was a rain of frogs at 
Alton is vouched for by George Maguire, 
engineer of the ferry boat ‘‘Minnie,”’ 
and by Capt. W. F. Fluent, Capt. W. 
T. Ashlock and Peter Jost, rivermen, 
who say ‘they couldn’t nature-fake if 


they tried. 

“Tf it didn’t rain frogs where did tuey 
come from?” asks Maguire. “One min- 
‘ute they weren't 
here and the next 
minute than were 
thousands and 
thousands of 
them. They came 
rfght out of the 
clouds. 


‘*‘When the rain 
began to fall at 4 


a.m.Monday there 
wasn’t a frog in 
sight. I thought 
the drops sound- 
ed pretty loudas 
they hit the 
deck. It wasn't 
the drops at all. 
It was frogs— 
little fehows with 
green backs and 
white fronts. 

“IT thought at 
ibis “isons uicy ttmau ,ust climbed up out 
of the river. But on the lower deck 
they were all up near the bow where it 
was open to the sky. I went up on the 
top deck, which has no roof, and they 
were so thick that I could hardly walk. 

“Then I looked at the levee. The 
whole river front was on the hop. The 
frogs were so thick on the railroad 
tracks that a train couldn’t have 
>assed.’’ 
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“I’ve seen it rain fish several times,” 
said Capt. Fluent, ‘‘but this is the first 
time I ever was out in a shower of 
frogs. Of course they came from the 
clouds. They just came tembling down 
when it started to rain. 

‘“‘My wharf boat was covered with 
them and they were almost up to the 
building line on the levee.’’ 


These state- 
ments. are veri. 
fied by Capt. 
Ashlock and Pe- 
ter Jost. Scien- 
tists have noted 
many instances 
of fish and frogs 
falling from the 
clouds during 
rainstorms. The 
accepted theory 
is that they are 
drawn up from 
lakes and ponds 
in a funnel- 
shaped tornado 
cloud and remain 
in the air until 
the cloud breaks 
up’ and falls in 
in the shape of 
rain, sometimes 
hundreds of miles 
from where they were picked up. 

On the day following a cyclone at 
Snyder, Ok:~August Me‘ners, during a 
rainstorm, picked up a perch two inches 
long in front of 716 North Broadway, 
St. Louls. E. D. Evans picked up an- 
other, and on the follewing day after 
another heavy re’ a carp weighing al- 
most a pound was found near Vande- 
venter and Lincoln avenues. 

Dickens’ All the Year Round for 1891 
says: “In South America an area 43 
miles square was found strewn with 
fish. In England, at a considerable dis- 
tance from the sea, a pasture was 
found scattered over with about a 
bushel of fish. Herring fell in 1828 in 
Kinross-shine, and instances of similar 
falls are legion. The fish are taken up 
in a waterspout, borne along by the 
currents and dropped, it may be, hun- 
dreds of miles away, just as dust con- 
taining small animals and plants is 
dropped on some vessel.” 

Now, who'll say all stories from Alton 
are nature fakes?

He also expressed a willingness to 
preside at the obsequies of aimost any 
number of saloons, if the clubs are not 
closed. He did not hesitate to fix the 
number at 500. All tnese, he de ed, 
will lose their licenses, although their 
keepers may be innocent of offense, 
unless the breweries quit supplying the 
clubs with fixtures and beer. 

“Down, scabbard; out, sword; iet re- 
bellion roar!’’ were Mr. Mulvihill’s first 
words when questioned by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter about his flank move- 
ment on.the breweries. 

Pickel Reports Many Cases. 

“Did you get that s:gnt? It’s a quota- 
tion, you know. Well, then. 

“Capt. Pickel of the North Market 
Street Station reports to me,”’ and he 
drew a folded police document from one 
of the parted tails of his stately frock, 
“that 87 lid clubs were running in. his 
district, the Fifth, last Sunday, and 
that they consumed 188 kegs of. beer. In 
one police district, mind you. He says 
the furniture of the clubs is owned by 
the breweries. 

“What does that mean? It means that. 
the brewers, after solemnly agreeing 
with me to aid in suppressing the dis- 
orderly and unlawful sale of .liqnor, | 
are systematically. building up, 8 
saloons. ~ 

Wants Furniture Removed. 

“If they are going to start Sunday 
saloons, they will lose their weekday 
ones. Unless the brewers take out these 
tables, chairs and iceboxes which they 
have furnished to the clubs, I will re- 
voke, or refuse to reissue, every license 
which I can find that one of these brew- 
eries is interested in. 

‘““fhat will mean that not less than 500 
saloons will be put out of business.” 

“Suppose,"’ the reporter ventured, 
‘that John Smith has $2000 of his own 
money invested in a saloon, and has a 
efean record. One of the breweries which 
has given offense has, say $200 invested 
in his business. Must he lose his busi- 
ness because of their offense, which he 
was powerless to prevent?” 

‘In that case,’’ answered Mulvihill, 
“John Smith is a victim of circum- 
stances. The circumstances are created 
by the brewers, not by me.” 

Must Notify the Police. 

“The breweries must notify the cap- 
tains of the police districts, beginning 
with Capt. Pickel, that they have re- 
moved the fixtures from these clubs, 
and must satisfy each police captain 
that they have done so. The only evi- 
dJence of their compliance with my or- 
der that I willeaccept will be the cap- 
tain’s report. 


‘The. brewers have that all 


shown 
enforcement of the law are false. They 
have lost any claim to credit for trying 
to abide by the law. It is up to them 
now to obey the law as a matter of 
self-preservation.”’ 
A representative of a North End brew- 
ery, who was in the office, heard Mul- 
vihill’s pronunciamento. Part of it was 
directed toward him. 
‘Does the law give you the power to 
punish breweries in this manner?’’ Mr. 
Mulvihill was asked. | 

“The law gives mé the whip hand,” 
was his reply. “It is within my discre- 
tion to, refuse or revoke any except a 
mandatory license, that is, one issued 
on a petition of two-thirds of the prop- 
erty owners on a block. And such If- 
censes are comparatively few.” ‘

Since 
she gave it to the church two and one- 
half years ago, she has been a resident 
of the quiet community, honored by 
teachers and pupils as the benefactress 
of the order. That she eventually 
would take the veil has been the ex- 
pectation both of the sisters and of her 
friends in the outside world.

Meets Frisco President as Boarder. 
The woman who now seeks happiness 


as @iis wife has had a life in which 
sunshine and shadow have alternated 
startlingly. In 1887 she was Mrs. Alice 
Vail of St. Louis, a widow. John O'Day, 
then president of the Frisco Railroad, 
was for a time a boarder at her home. 
He had been divorced two years be- 
fore from the first Mrs. O’Day. 

Col. O'Day, as he was known even 
then, and Mrs. Vail were married secret- 
ly in Ann Arbor, Mich. Their marriage 
did not become known for months aft- 
erwards, and it was long concéaled from 
many of his St. Louis business and po- 
litical friends. 

Tempestuous Married Life. 

Tempestuous in his dealings with his 
fellow men, Col. O’Day seemed no more 
a man of peace in his home life. With- 
in ten years after his second marriage 
the unhappiness of Mrs. O’Day’s home 
life became known to her Springfield 
and St. Louis friends. 

As a solace for the misery which was 
hers amid the surroundings of wealth, 
Mrs. O’Day began the building of a 
country home near Springfield. The 
plans grew in her hands, and instead of 
the villa she at first planned, a _ veri- 
table palace of stone sprang up, sur- 
rounded by a park and a lake. 

Fond of young people, Mrs. O'Day 
made the younger society set of Spring- 
field her frequent guests at Elfindale, 
and the place became known as the se- 
lect pleasure spot of the Southwest Mis- 
sour! city. 

In 1900 Mrs. O’Day startled even those 
who Knew most of her domestic trou- 
bles by suing for a divorce. The de- 
cree was granted, and gross alimony 
of $250,000 in cash and property was 
granted her. 

Hard Bargain in Alimony. 

A part of the alimony was the Ofiel 
office building, at the southwest corner 
of Sixth and Locust streets, St. Louis. 
In examining this and other pieces of 
property which had become hers, Mrs. 
O'Day became convinced that her hus- 
band had driven a hard bargain with 
her. 

Overwrought by the strain of the di- 
vorce trial, she sought an interview with 
Col. O'Day. They met at the Linde 
Hotel, at Sixth street and Washingt 
avenue, St. Louis. ' 

The former husband listened to h 
remonstrances. He yielded nothing 
Mrs. O'Day stepped inje an adjoining| 
room and shot herself in the side. 

At 8. John’s Hospital she hovered 
near death for a week, then commenced 
to recover. Soon after she was out of 
danger Col. O'Day, tnen sick with the 
malady which soon after caused his 
death, married Miss Sue Baldwin, who 
for :years had been his stenographer. 
He survived this third marriage by only 
two months, and the third wife inherited 
the bulk of his remaining property. 

From Convent te Altar. 

Returning to Springfield, the second 
Mrs. O'Day surrounded herself with a 
few intimate women friends, and se- 
cluded herself in Elfindale. She de- 
voted herself to religion, and her 
gift of the estate to the church was 
a natural sequence of the quiet life 
of the five years which followed the 
great t 7 of her life. —

Circuit Attorney Rager filed an in- 
junction suit against 27 St. Louis laun- 
dry companies Tuesday to restrain 
them from carrying out an alleged il- 
legal agreement, entered into in Feb- 
ruary, 1907, to regulate the price fo~ 
laundry ‘work, 

The Circuit Attorney not only asks 
tiv: Court to enjoin the laundries from 
carrying out this agreement, but aiso 
that the association formed for the 
purpose of maintaining prices be 4ix 
solved. 

It is alleged that the laundrymen 
have created a fund of $3500 to carry 
out the purposes of the organization, 
and that the members are bound by 
the rules of the association to main- 
tain prices. 


Sell Service, Not Commodity. 

Any*member who violates the price 
agreement, it is alleged, is subject to 
trial by a jury of members and is lia- 
ble to a fine if found guilty. 

Member ‘ot the Laundrymen’s As- 
rgoclation were called before a recent 
grand jury and interrogated relative 
to the agreement to maintain prices. 

Mr. Sager alleges in his petition 
that the agreement is illegal and in 
violation of the anti-trust laws. 

The attorney for the Laundrymen’s 

ssociation says that the members 
are not subject to the anti-trust laws, 
as they gell services and not com- 
modities. e contends that they 
have’ as much right to organize to 
maintain the prices for their services 
as the labor unions have.

ILL-FEELING MONTH OLD 





Theory That Visitor Was Mis- 
taken for Burglar-Almost 
Abandoned.

HUNTSVILLE, Mo., June %.—That 
Thomas J. Bagby, slain at a window of 
his sweetheart’s home, six miles from 
here, met death by two weapons fired 
simyltaneously in the cold bitterness 
ef a family feud, was the statement 
made here today to a Post-Dispatch re- 
ported by Sheriff Houston. \ 

Houston says the theory that L. J. 


Carter Jr., brother of Miss Beulah 
Carter, over whom the tragedy oc- 
ourred, fired a revolver and then a shot- 
gun in rapid succession is untenable. 
He says there is no explariation why 
young Carter should have dropped a re- 
volver, presumably containing at least 
four more charges, to seize a shotgun, 
or, if the shotgun was used first, why 
the second barrel of that should be 
left undischarged. 
Wounds Evidence of a Plot. 


The nature of the wounds, one of 
which severed the jugular vein, and 
the other shattered the left side of the 
head—either fatal—is also regarded by 
s Houston as evidence that one person 

did not fire both shots. He is now at 
work on the theory that another person 
is involved in the midnight killing. 

Houston says further that he has 
proof that for a month at least there 
has been bitter anger between the two 
families, and that young Carter and 
Bagby came to blows in a quarrel at a 
ehurch weeks ago about Bagby's at- 
tentions to Miss Carter. 

It became known today for the first 
tme that Carter was spirited away to 
_{oberly, seven miles east, late Satur- 
.ay night because the Huntsville au- 
thorities feared a mob. 


Fight Follows Trip to Church. 


Two months ago, it is alleged, Bagby 

escorted Beulah Carter, the ‘girl over 
whom the killing is said to have taken 
place, to church on Sunday night. 
- He refused to attend church, but 
waited around outside and escorted the 
young woman -home after the serv- 
ices. The following day young Carter 
Met Bagby on the street in Hunts- 
ville. 

“My sister was good enough to drive 
alofig a country road with you, but not 
good enough to be seen in church with 
you,” Carter said to Bagby, and struck 
him in the face. Bagby returned the 
blow, the friends separated the two. 


Note Is Sent Bagby. 


That was the last time the boys met 
go far as known until Saturday night. 

‘Saturday morning by rural delivery 
Bagby received a note from Beulah Car- 
ter enclosing a letter from her father 
according te the stories told. ‘ 

Bagby’s mother and brother testified 
at the inquest that Bagby showed them 
a note from Mr. Carter telling him that 
all had been settled, and inviting him 
to call. Bagby said he also had a note 
en the girl, but refused to show

Col. Adams Says He Can 
Prove Origin of First 
American Banner. 











NEW YORK, June 30.—Resenting the 
statement of William J. Campbell of 
Philadelphia, chairman of the Historic 
States Committee, that the- story of 
Betsy Ross and the first American 
flag is a fake, Col. John Quincy Adams 
of 153 West ll7th street, a lineal de- 
scendent of John Adams, second Presi- 
dent of the United States, has this to 
say: 

‘Philadelphia is slow,” said he. “She 
does not know when she has a priceless 
relic within her borders. Mr. Campbell 
might as well say Independence Hall is 
not Independence Hat! as to deny that 
‘the first American mag was designed 
in the Betsy Ross house, with sugges- 
tions from her which Gen, Washington, 

Robert Morris and George Ross readily 

accepted. 

“It is too late,” he continued, ‘‘to try 
te shake the story of the birth of the /: 
American flag. I can prove everything 
about it, and I have done it in several 
courts.”’ 

Founder’s Day Celebration. 

Col. Adams was wrought up toe the 
point of making these and other re- 
marks by reports from Philadelphia that 
the Betsy Ross house would receive no 
recognition at the hands of those who 
are planning a celebration of Founders’ 
‘Day in October. A committee named 
to investigate the authenticity of his- 
toric site in Philadelphia, particularly 
those associated with the Revolution, 
presented a report through Mr. Camp- 
bell bearing the caption: “The Betsy 
Ross House, Where Betsy Ross Did Not 
Design the American Flag.” 

‘The story is nothing but a foolish 
tradition,’’ says the report of this in- 
vestigation committee. “Betsy Ross 
never had any interview with George 
Washington, nor did she plan a five- 
star flag, as the school books have it. 
In fact, she probably never gave any 
thought as to how many stars were on 
any flag. She was nothing more than 
an. ordinary seamstregs, and no doubt 
Was glad to get a day’s work sewing 
on any flag, five-starred or otherwise. 
She had absolutely nothing to do with 
the designing: or planning of the flag.’’

Just how profitable the consolidation 
of the Westliche Post and the Abend 
Anzeiger was to the consolidators and 
how expensive the combination was to 
the city in the matter of public print- 
ing, are facts which are revealed by 
records in the City Register’s office.

crease in profit, the German-American 
Press Association augmented its bid in 
1899 by 2 cents a line, so that the rate 
for that year was 8 cents. Taking 360,000 
lines as the total amount printed, the 
cost to the city was $28,800, an increase 
of $24,300, or 640 per cent over the sum 
the Westliche Post received in 1896—two 
years before the consolidation. 

While the Westliche Post was receiv- 
ing 8 cents a line for doing the city 
printing in German, the Republic, with 
many times a larger gzirculation, was 
paid 8.75 cents a line, or only $13,500— 
that is, $15,300 less than its German con- 
temporary for a like quantity. 


Records Show Competition, 


Before the combination of the West- 
liche Post and the Anszeiger, in 1897, 
there was competition for the contract 
to de the city printing in German. The 
records are eloquent on that point. 

In 1892 the contract went to the An- 
zeiger at a rate of 1% cents a line. A 
year later the Anzeiger received the 
contract on its bid of 2% cents a line— 
a fraction of a cent less than the rate 
named by its rival, the Westliche Post. 
In 1894 the Anzeiger was the successful 
bidder, having obtained the contract at 
1% ,cents a line. This was before the 
German papers begin to use linotype 
machine, which have greatly reduced 
the cost of composition. 

The Westliche Post outbid the An- 
zeiger by a smali margin in 1895, and did 
the printing that year for 1.25 cents a 
line. The Westliche Post obtained the 
contract again in 1896, at a price of 
2.99 cents a line. 


Rate Then 2.95 Oents. 


With the spirit of competition not yet 
stifled, the Anzeiger appeared in the 
field the following year—1897—with a 
rate that was a shade better than its 
rival’s, and was awarded the contract 
at 2.96 cents a line. 

But when consolidation came on’ the 
scene, competition took a back seat. The 
move was so successful, apparently, 
that the bids submitted by the Anzeiger 
after 1898 were merely perfunctory. The 
Amerika, though not absorbed by the 
German-American Press Association, 
does not appear to have been earnest- 
ly in the contest. Its bid of 10 cents 
a line has not been changed in 10 
years. 

City Gouged by Rate. 

Since 1901 the German contract was’ 
awarded annually to the Anzeiger on 
its bid of 5.75 cents a line. This year 
the Anzeiger attempted to “gouge” the 
city by a bid of 7 cents a line, but 
this was rejected by the City Council. 
A new letting was ordered, and the An- 
zeiger, with a seeming feeling of cer- 
tainty that'the combination or German 
papers has a monopoly, submitted the 
same bid. This second award is now 
under consideration by the City Coun- 
ell, 

A resolution contemplating an investi- 
gation that will include the compulsory 
attendance of the proprietors of Ger- 
man papers as Witnesses and the pro- 
duction of their books, has been re- 
ferred to the Council’s Ways and 
Means Committee. That resolution will 
be reported to the Council for action 
Tuesday afternoon. 


6-Cent English Bids Rare. 


Only twice in 10 years has the suc- 
cessful bid of any English paper been 
as high as 6 cents. In 1898 the Repub- 
lic received the contract at that figure, 
and in 1906 the Globe-Democrat did the 
printing at the same price. The next 
highest rate at which the English print- 
ing was done was 6 cents a line in 1899, 
when the Globe-Democrat was the suc- 
cessful bidder. 

With those three exceptions, the price 
which the city has had to pay for its 
advertising in English has not, in 10 
years, exceeded 3,50 cents, while for four 
years it was 2 cents or lower. 


Counter Clerks Deo the Work. 

The proprietors of the German news- 
papers contend that they should be al- 
lowed a higher rate than the English 
papers demand  becau the cost of 
translation represents a large item. It 
is Known that the German papers do 
not employ men to translate the city’s 
advertising into German. Operators of 
the German papers’ .linotype machines 
and counter clerks do this work, with 
the result that the language in which 
the city’s advertising appears is a hy- 
brid between English and German. But 
even if the German papers were com- 
pelled to hire translators this would not, 
it is pointed out, .justify a rate of 7 


‘cost of translating, at least. This the 
German papers do not do. | 

In the absence of proofs no city ottt-| 
cial can tell whether the German. papers 
afe publishing correct equivalents of 
the advertisements that appear also in 
the English papers. It is believed that

It Is Not a Question of Bryan, 
He Would Not Run With 
Anyone. 





WILMINGTON, Del., June 30.—Judge 
George Gray will not accept a nomina- 
tion for Vice-President, it was authora- 
tively announced today, no matter who 
the Democratic nominee for President 
may be. Former Congressman L. I. 
Handy, who will make the speech at 
Denver nominating the jurist, and who 
is close to the latter, said: 

“Judge Gray would not accept the 
vice-presidential nomination, whether on 
the ticket with Mr. Bryan or with any 
other presidential candidate. Should the 
Denver Convention nominate him for 
second place he would immediately de- 
cline. 

“After the nomination of Judge Park- 
er four years ago, Judge Gray was 
asked if he would accept the vice-presi- 
dential nomination. His reply was in 
the negative.”’ # 

Judge Gray, who is 68 years of age, 
will be eligible to retirement in two years 
from the Federal Circuit bench on full 
salary. 

The attitude of Judge Gray toward 
Mr.’ Bryan in 1896 is shown by the fol- 
lowing extracts from his speech of Oct. 
1, 1896, at Wilmington, before a Demo- 
cratic mass meeting: 

“No amount of denunciation of bank- 
ers and the money power and bond syn- 
dicates will satisfy, or ought to satisfy, 
these people.

Senorita Gonzalez Says Mex- 
ico Must Be Freed From 
Tyrant Diaz. ° 


PEOPLE ARE STARVING 








“If It Is Necessary to Win,” 
She Says, ‘We'll Rob 
and Burn.” 





Limpid eyes to which tears easily 
gather, a tender mouth, quick to grow 
tremulous at a tale of misfortune to 
the humblest—and then a tempest of 
words justifying robbery, incendiarism 


and murder. 

Such a contrast, comprehensible only 
to one familiar with the heroines of the 
French Revolution, is presented by 
Senorita Andrea Villarreal Gonzalez, 
poetess of the Junta of resolute spirits 
which, during 10 years, in St. Louis, 
San Antonio, Austin and Los Angeles, 
has patiently laid the train of explo- 
sives now blazing along the northern 
frontier of the Mexican Republic. 

Though only in her twenties, Senorita 
Gonzalez has been a revolutionist for 
10 years. With her family, she was ex- 
fled from Mexico. Her brother, An- 
tonio, spent four years in a Mexican 
prison and is now in Jail at Lon 
Angeles for his hatred of President 
Diaz. She herself equipped and de- 
spatched to the insurgents a leader, 
who, she says, is now in command at 
Viesca. Her flaming writings in verse 
and prose against ‘the tyrant” have 
been relied upon as one of the chief 
weapons of the Junta. 

Lives in Squalid Surroundings. 

Though she could find $200 to send 
a commander to the front, she lives 
in the attic of a ramshackle brick 
building at 1014 North Tenth street. 
With her are her father, an old 
man whose Homeric features would 
make him notable in any surroundings, 
a pretty sister named Teresa, and a 
young brother, Alfonso. 

“They call us bandits!"" she  ex- 
claimed bitterly to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday, “merely because we 
robbed a bank. Where else would the 
poor revolutionists get money for am- 
munition and. guns with which to win 
liberty, and to buy food for themselves 
and their wives and children? We were 
merely taking what belonged to us in 
the first place, and of which a harsh 
Government had robbed us. The humble 
people in Mexico are hungry, hungry 
and starving.”’ 

Throughout her conversation rang 
and rang again the mournful word 
“hungry,” like the doleful note of a 
French horn which a composer might 
use with endless recurrence to sadden 
a symphony. 


Must Win at Any Cost. 

. “We tried peacable means of over- 
throwing anaes. | 
into a dungeon and the rest of us 
éxiled. For 10 years we have tried to 
plan a bloodless victory. It was in 
vain. If it takes robbery, if it takes 
bloodshed and arson to win, we shall 
rob, Massacre and burn. We must use 
effective means, whatever they are, and 
the end will justify them, 

“I am a woman’ she said, her mood 
softening, “and I hate bloodshed and 
violence.

“Tomorrow the real revolution wil! 
envelop Mexico In a whiftlwind. We have 
30,000 Liberals armed. Forty theusand 
more will join as s0on as the money 
seized from the bank procures them 
arms, i 

Expects Aid From Army, 

“Five generals will rally to us with 
their commands, for the army is disaf- 
fected. The rich are aiding us more 
than the Dictator would believe. Al 
the laborers are with us, 

“Oh, the suspense, after planning and 
hoping for ten years, of having the day 
come at last when we shall win or 
lose! I believe we shall win, but ir 
we fall, those who live after the revo- 
lution will try again. We must eventi- 
ally succeed, because. the spirit of lb- 
erty is with us. Viva la revolucion!”’

A Greek saloon keeper, whose name 
the authorities refuse to divulge, has 
invented a get-rich-quick scheme based 
on his capacity to inspire confidence in 
his countrymen. But the confidence has 
had a large hole knocked in it, and the 
saloon keeper is gone. 

About twenty Greek laborers employed 
by the United Railways Co. had made 
the saloon a rendezvous, and got in the 
habit of leaving their unspent wages 
with the proprietor. Their wants were 
few and they seldom called upon him 
for their funds, which amounted in some 
cases as much as $800. 

Buys Building Later. 

In this way he got about $10,000 of 
their money, with which he is said to 
have bought a building on Sidney street. 

His banking methods were most un- 
conventional. When one of the men 
would go to him with money he would 
give him a piece of paper with the 
amount scribbled on it. When the men 
learned that their ‘‘banker’”’ 
the Sidney street house they clamored 
for their money, and the saloon keeper 
gave three of them what purported to 
be shares in the house, which he told 
them could be cashed at National Bank 
of Commerce. 

Shares Found Worthiess 

There their “‘shares”’ did not look even 
as large as the traditional 30 cents. 

When the sad truth was conveyed to 
the Greeks that they had been the vic- 
tims of misplaced confidence they took 
their troubles to the United States Im- 
migration Inspector, A. Sarafic, who 
called the attention of the grand jury to 
the matter. An indictment is expected 
against the saloon keeper “banker’’ 
charging him with embezzlement.

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HELEN OF TROY, AND PA! 
The Retelling of a Love Tale That Caused a Famous Wer, a 
Dowe for te Pod Dlepekh.. S| ae

GLORIOUSLY beautiful red-halred 
A Greek princess, Helen of Argos, 

was called upon, about 2080 years 
ago, to choose a husband. She was the 
fairest woman in all Greece. Nearly | 
every Greek king and nobleman was 
suitor for her hand. 

Greece in those days was cut up into 
many small states, each with a king of 
its own. It needed little to set these 
states at war with one another. So 
Ulysses, wisest of all the petty mon- 
archs, suggested that each suitor not 


only pledge himself-to submit to Helen's 
choice, but vow also to defend her (and 
the husband she might choose) against 
any foes. This plan was meant to ward 
off war. It had just the opposite effect. 

Helen's choice fell upon Menelaus, 
King of Sparta. The other suitors went 
back to their homes in anger; bUt kept 
their oath not to molest the lucky man. 
A short time later a royal visitor came 
to the court of Menelaus. This was 
Paris, one of the 23 sons of old King 
Priam of Troy. Menelaus was a rough 
soldier. Paris was handsome, graceful 
and what would now be called a “wom- 
an’s man.” He and Helen fell in love 
with each other at sight. In those days 
there were several ways in which a mcn 
might legally win a wife. He might ask 
the hand of an unmarried girl; he might 
marry another man’s wife by challeng- 
ing her husband and killing him in fair 
fight. Or he might carry off such a 
wife, marry her and defend her and 
himself against her pursuing husband. 
Paris chose the last named course. 
Fighting was not his strong point. 

He kidnaped Helen and took her by 
sea to his father’s great walled city of 
Troy, in northwestern Asia Minor, at 
the mouth of the Hellespont. He knew 
that the warlike Trojans could easily 
protect him from any Spartan army. 
But he did not reckon upon the oath 
sworn by Helen’s suitors. By the terms 
of this oath nearly every monarch in 
Greece joined Menelaus in avenging the 
theft of the latter’s wife. The combined 
Grecian armies, under command of Men- 
elaus’ brother, Agamemnon, King of 
Mycenae, sailed for Asia Minor and laid 
siege of Troy. The debt incurred by 
Paris in stealing Helen was destined to 
be paid in blood of thousands of inno- 
cent men.

Will you kindly tell me what was the exact distance of the longest 
hit ever made by Swat Milligan. I want the official figures. 


J, DANDY. 





To answer your question accurately, 
J., is an impossibility, but it affords me 
excellent opportunity to explain the dia- 


bolical plot which prevented such a rec- 
ord being obtained. 

During the last years of Milligan’s 
career several prominent hitters came to 
the front, and one of them had the 
audacity to claim that he could hit a 
ball as far as Milligan. It was, there- 
fore, up to the management of the 
Poison Oaks to have a record estab- 
lished by Swat for purposes purely his- 
torical. 

Several efforts were made to have a 
contest, but those who challenged Mil- 
ligan never appeared when the time 
came to show their hand, Finally it was 
decided that Milligan was to make the 
record when the Polson Oaks met the 
crack Alder Berries in a game which 
was to decide ,the championship of the 
Swamp League. Several pitchers in th 
league, known as the “Grouch Club,’' 
composed of McGlook, Hangover, Twirl- 
son, Zeke Bender and others got wind of 
the coming event. They immediately 
set about to humiliate the peerless hit- 
ter in the eyes of the people. For two 
days before the momentous contest they 
were frequently seen. hobnobbing with 
the politicians of Salt Lick County, 
which adjoinéd the one of which Poison 
Oak was the county seat. 


Pilot Was Scented, 

On the day of the great contest Jerry 
Dillbox was announced as pitcher for 
the Alder Berries. Everybody breached 
easy, for they knew that Dillbox was 
as honest as the day is long, and he 
would do nothing to prevent Milligan 


making a record except by fair and hon- 
orable means. The unscrupulous pitch- 
ers also knew this, and this partly ex- 
plained their appearance in Salt Lick 
County. They were framing-up some 
other kind of under-hand deal. 

At the appointed hour the great game 
began. The Alder’ Berries quickly 
forged to the front, but that was largely 
due to the fact that Milligan had not 
gone to bat. He was being hel in re- 
serve for the crucial moment. In the 
last half of the seventh inning his op- 
portunity came. A corps of enginecrs 
and surveyors were on hand to take the 
measurements immediately after Milli- 
gan hit the ball. Milligan let two Strikes 
pass, as is customary with great hitters, 
and then he unbuckled. Dilibox had sent 
him a slow outcurve, and it was just ex- 





actly suited for a record. Taking delib- 
erate aim, the mighty Swat swung with 
all his might and iet go. 

“Z-i-n-g!" the ball sang like an ar- 
row as it started on a course due 
southwest. Over fields and dale it 
went, kecping well in the air. The 
flelders, followed by the corps of en- 
gineers and surveyors, started in hot 
pursuit. Meantime Milligan was 
Skirting the bases at an easy stride. 
It looked as if he would surpags his 
record of 1278 runs made over at Fun- 
go Falls two months before, the rule 
still being in vogue that the runner 
could keep scoring until the ball was 
recovered. 

Two miles from the Poison Oaks 
Park was the spur of a mountain, 
topped with a huge boulder. The ball 
set a_straight course for that boulder, 
and Milligan’s clever move was be- 
ginning to be understood. The ball 
hit squarely on the huge rock, and 
then bounded far away and across the 
line into Salt Lick County. That was 
the Jast seen of it. 

The surveyors. measured the dis- 
tance to the boulder, and the tapes 
showed two miles and a fraction. 
They then started toward the adjoin- 
ing county line. At this moment the 
diabolical plot of McGlook, Hangover, 
Zeke Bender and others was exposed, 
A posse of deputy sheriffs stood on 
the line of Salt Lick County with 
drawn weapons, and threatened to 
shoot any man who attempted to find 
that ball or to bring it back without 
a requisition. The legal parley con- 
tinued so long that all trace of the 
ball was lost and accurate measure- 
ment was impossible. 

New Baserunning Record. 

Meantime Milligan had established 
a base running record of 1562 runs, 
which was more than enough for the 
championship. The complete disap- 
pearance of that ball was a baffling 
mystery for months. Mr. Dandy and 
scores of detectives had to admit de- 
feat. Two years thereafter a party 
exploring a swamp flushed a wild 
turkey hen, and it was found that she 
had been using @ baseball for a nest 
egg. That was nine miles from the 
spot where Milligan delivered his fa- 
mous wallop, but as there was an ele- 
ment of uncertainty in it the record 
was never allowed to go on the Gov- 


ernment files.

Zeppelin Averages 34.5 Miles 
an Hour for Nearly 
Seven Hours. 





MILE IN 94 SECONDS 





Machine Is Under Perfect Con- 
trol and Lights Near 
Starting Point. 





FRIEDERICHSHAFEN, ne %0.— 
Count Zeppelin’s airship to@ay stood 
brilliantly the longest and most search- 
ing test it has yet undergone. It re- 
mained in the air for 6% hours, attain- 
ing an average speed of 3% miles an 
hour throughout, although for a short 
period the speed reached 38% miles, the 
highest speed yet accomplished. 

The wireless apparatus successfully 
underwent severe experiments, working 
without a hitch during the entire period. 
Count Zeppelin came here from Dres- 
den to supervise the tests. 

The balloon left the floating’ shed 
shortly before noon and was towed a 
mile by a motor boat. Then, utilizing 
only its dynamic force and without cast- 
ing out any ballast, it ascended slowly 
and majestically to an altitude of 1000 
feet. It started off toward Constance at 
full speed and then turned in the direc- 
tion of Romanshorn, in Switzerland, 
where it went through a long series of 
maneuvers, all the apparatus working 
to the utmost satisfaction. . 

Under Perfect Control. 

It then made a descent to the surface 
of the water and communicated with 
the accompanying motor boat. It rose 
again and proceeded to Rorschach, at 
the other end of the lake, propelled by 
the full force of the engines against a 
rather brisk wind. 

Later it was allowed to drift back to 
Friederichshafen, from whence it made 
a dash for a long stretch at top speed 
with the wind in its favor, as far as 
Constance, where further maneuvers 
were gone through. The trip ended 
within two miles of the balloon shed. It 
was towed home, arriving there at 6:30 
Pp. m., 

Count Zeppelin expressed the hope 
that he would be able to undertake a 
400-mile journey overland Thursday. 


Curtiss te Fly Again Saturday. 

NEW YORK, June 30.—Arrangements 
were completed here tonight for what 
it is said will be the first public offi- 
clally tested flight ever made in Ameri- 
ca for a prize offered for the successful 
navigation of air by a heavier than air 
machine. The test will be made next 
Saturday at Hangmondsport, N. Y., by 
Gienn H. Curtiss in his new machine, 
the “June Bug,”’ which made nota- 
ble flight of 1140 yards last Thursday. 
It was the success of this flight that. led 
Mr. Curtiss, a member of the Aero- 
nautic Experjment Soctety, to challenge 
for the Scientific American Cup offered 
last year for competition of all types of 
heavier than air machines. 

A meeting of the governors of the 
Aero Club and members of the Contest 
Committee was held tonight, at which 
Mr. Curtiss was present. The conditions 
stipulate that the first flight shall be” 
for a distance of one kilometer—about 
$280 feet—in a straight line. This was 
altered so that at the wish of the 
operator the distance may be covered in 
a curved line, which is really much 
more difficult. > 

Mr. Curtiss’ flight last week was 
slightly, over the required kilometer dis= 
tance, having been 3420 feet. He ex- 
pressed confidence tonight that he could 
win the cup. 


Frenchman Wins Medal, 
PARIS, June 30.—M. Bleroit today 
succeeded in flying 600 meters with his 
monoplane machine, winning the Aero 
Club’s medal. 


Delagrange Coming to America. 

NEW YORK, June %.—Leon Dela- 
grange, the ‘tamous French aeronaut, 
whose long-distance aeroplane flights 
have attracted wide attention during the 
past few weeks, will come to America 
Aug. 2. A cablegram from M. Deia- 
grange. says he is willing to give exhi- 
bition flights for three days near New 
York. 

It is more than probable that a series 
of International flying contests will be 
held. between Delagrange and G H. 
Curtiss of Hammondsport, N. Y., owner 
of the “June Bug.” Mr. Curtiss has in- 
formed Mr. Priaca that he will be per- 
fecthy willing to meet the Frenchman. 
The Wright brothers have also been 
asked to meet Delagrange.

Mine Will Be Worked for Arsenic. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 


A mine at Kilham, St. Neots, Corn- 
wall, has been acquired by a Tamworth 
company, which proposes to re-work it 
for arsenic. The mine is said to be 
any easy one to work, is very dry, 
and there will be no haulage or pumping 
required. It is anticipated that new 
machinery will arrive shortly, and mod. 
ern gas suction plant will be used. 
When the mine fs in full swing it is 
expected that between fifty and sixty 
men will find employment. It will be 
worked for tin as well as arsenic.
